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Floyd fire district audit goes to KSP

FRANKFORT — Kentucky State Auditor 
Adam Edelen released a “special examination” 
of the Garrett Fire District and Garrett Volun- 
teer Fire Department in Floyd County on Tues- 
day, questioning more than $123,000 in expen- 
ditures, hundreds of pornographic videos on 
department electronics and numerous financial 



management and oversight problems were dis- 
covered and now, the district has also lost its 
tax-exempt status. 

The findings of the audit have been referred 
to the Kentucky State Police. 

The former assistant chief/treasurer, Terry 
Triplett, was reported as a missing person in 
March before it was learned that he had unex- 
pectedly left the state, according to Edelen. 

The exam was prompted by concerns from 



the Garrett Fire District Board of Trustees and 
the department chief. The audit resulted in 17 
findings and 72 recommendations. 

The request for an examination of the 
records was made March 21, and the state 
auditor responded March 30 in cooperation 
with the Kentucky State Police. 

“The magnitude of abuse at such a small 
fire department is shocking,” Edelen said. 
“Taxpayers in Floyd County ought to be out- 



raged that one individual appears to have used 
fire department resources on everything from 
televisions to chewing tobacco and pornogra- 
phy.” 

“Among other expenditures, auditors iden- 
tified more than $62,000 in questionable cash 
withdrawals, which included $39,000 in ATM 
withdrawals and $23,000 in checking and sav-

Local 
races on 
Tuesday's 
ballot

PAINTSVILLE — The heated 
presidential campaign between Presi- 
dent Barack Obama and Republican 
Mitt Romney is not the only race vot- 
ers in the Big Sandy region will decide 
in next Tuesday’s election. 

While the presidential race has 
gotten all the national political atten- 
tion in the last several months, candi- 
dates for local offices such as city 
councils and commissions, school 
boards and state legislative seats have 
been combing their neighborhoods in 
search of votes in the Nov. 6 election. 

In addition, Big Sandy voters will 
also elect a congressman and their 
representative on the Kentucky 
Supreme Court. 

A total of 95 candidates are seek- 
ing city legislative and school board 
seats in Lawrence, Johnson, Floyd and 
Martin counties, including some who 
are unopposed. 

In Lawrence County, school board 
candidates are incumbent James M. 
See and James A. Cassady in District 
2; Heath Preston and Jerry Robinson 
in District 4, where incumbent Susan

UNITE Service Corps events 
held at J ohnson school 



PAINTSVILLE - Operation UNITE’s Service Corps 
initiative sets an example of success that should be repli- 
cated across America, according to the head of the Corpo- 
ration for National and Community Service. 

“We need to share this as a model to other mral coun- 
ties across the country,” said Wendy Spencer, executive 
officer of the Washington, D.C. -based organization that 
directs the AmeriCorps initiative. “This is really a region- 
al way to address the problems. We need to get this story 
told.” 

Spencer’s comments came Monday during a roundta- 
ble discussion with UNITE officials held at Highland 
Elementary School in Johnson County. 

“Schools in the past didn’t have to deal with these 
systemic problems (outside the classroom),” Spencer said. 
“We believe you are the implementation tool; the differ- 



ence between what the principal and teachers can do. 
You’re giving these kids hope. We’re glad to be your 
partner.” 

“The biggest problem was not the pushers, or the treat- 
ment, but the ... kids,” said Fifth District Congressman 
Harold “Hal” Rogers, who created Operation UNITE in 
2003 to address the region’s prescription drug epidemic. 

“More kids were removed from homes in Johnson 
County in the past year than any other county in the state,” 
said Karen Kelly, director of UNITE, citing stats from the 
Department of Community-Based Services. “Drugs 
account for 94 percent of these removals.” 

“These kids need somebody,” Kelly said. “That’s why

power 

FRANKFORT — Nearly 10,000 
Kentucky Power customers in the Big 
Sandy region were without electricity 
Tuesday as Hurricane Sandy wreaked 
her havoc in Eastern Kentucky with 
sustained high winds and many inches 
of wet, heavy snow. 

The storm caused significant dam- 
age to power lines, utility poles and 
other electrical equipment, leading to 
power outages for thousands of cus- 
tomers, according to a Kentucky Pow- 
er press release. 

A total of 9,722 customers in seven 
counties were without power as of 
noon Tuesday. They included 1,346 in 
Lawrence County, 450 in Floyd Coun- 
ty, 159 in Martin County, 3,334 in 
Pike County, 719 in Knott County, 
318 in Perry County and 3,396 in

Regional forum raises over $75,000 for drug recovery efforts 



PRESTONSBURG - State 
leaders joined U.S. Rep. Harold 
“Hal” Rogers in pledging strong, 
bi-partisan support of efforts to 
curb prescription drug abuse dur- 
ing a forum Monday night at Jenny 
Wiley State Resort Park. 

Despite threatening winter 
weather, most of the more than 400 
people registered for the Bluegrass 
Policy Forum on Substance Abuse 
were in attendance at the Wilkin- 
son- Stumbo Conference Center to 



learn about current efforts - and 
what more needs to be accom- 
plished. 

The forum raised more than 
$75,000 for treatment/recovery and 
prevention efforts of Operation 
UNITE and the Recovery Ken- 
tucky program. 

“This translates into hope and 
opportunity,” said UNITE director 
Karen Kelly. 

Participating in the forum were 
Gov. Steve Beshear, House Speak- 



er Greg Stumbo, Senate Majority 
Floor Leader Robert Stivers, House 
Majority Floor Leader Rocky 
Adkins, and Sen, Brandon Smith. 
The program was moderated by 
Kentucky Educational Television’s 
Renee Shaw. 

“We have got more people 
dying of prescription drug over- 
doses than car wrecks,” said Rog- 
ers. “It doesn’t seem to me the 
public is alarmed enough about the 
problem.” 



Rogers, chair of the U.S. House 
Committee on Appropriations, 
praised UNITE for its leadership in 
leading discussion on a national 
level, and thanked the governor 
and legislators for providing state 
funding in the wake of federal cut- 
backs. 

A main topic of conversation 
revolved around House Bill 1, 
passed during the last General 
Assembly session, which tough- 
ened reporting and licensing 



requirements. 

“House Bill 1 is working, and 
it’s working very rapidly,” said 
Beshear, noting 10 pain manage- 
ment clinics have already gone out 
of business “because they don’t 
want to comply” with the regula- 
tions and the Kentucky Board of 
Medical Licensure has disciplined 
33 doctors in the past six months. 

“The few bad apples are starting

the UNITE Service Corps initia- 
tive is so important.” 

“It’s been a great difference 
maker in our schools,” said assis- 
tant superintendent Steve Whita- 
ker. “Drugs are in the homes. 
This is another way to help that 
situation. (AmeriCorps allows 
students) to have an understand- 
ing about drugs and to have 
someone to talk to when they see 
something happening.” 

“There are so many advan- 
tages to having these people 
here,” said Highland principal 
Thom Cochran. “It’s amazing 
how many kids have no positive 
role models outside of the school. 
We have them for six and a half 
hours. You don’t know what they 
go home to.” 

From 2004 through 2010, 
UNITE provided funding for in- 
school substance abuse counsel- 
ors to provide anti-drug educa- 
tion and intervention services for 
youth and their families. At its 
peak, 35 counselors served 44 
school systems. 

“This initiative was really 
having a positive impact,” Kelly

Letcher County. 

In most instances, snow-lad- 
en trees and tree branches, 
weakened by wet soil condi- 
tions had snapped and fallen 
across power lines and utility 
poles, leading to the majority of 
outage cases. 

Kentucky Power restoration 
crews began work immediately 
Tuesday, assessing damage and 
making repairs to circuits 
affected by the storm, the 
release said. As of Tuesday 
afternoon, based on preliminary 
damage and outage estimates, 
company officials say it could 
be Friday afternoon before all 
customers affected by the storm 
are returned to service, although 
most customers will be returned 
to service well before then. The 
company is shifting restoration

Service Corps members teach 
the “Too Good for Drugs” and 
“Healthy Futures/Take 10” well- 
ness curriculums, provide tutor- 
ing in math - with a resulting 36 
percent increase in test scores for 
students served during the 2011- 
12 school year - coordinate anti- 
drug UNITE Clubs at each loca- 
tion, recruit volunteers for school 
prevention activities, and provide 
thousands of hours of volunteer 
service annually. 

For the past two years, the 
UNITE Service Corps initiative 
has been honored with the “Gov- 
ernor’s Citation” for its excellent 
leadership and service by the 
Kentucky Commission on Com- 
munity Volunteerism and Service 
(KCCVS). 



less affected areas to the Pikev- 
ille and Whitesburg areas, the 
hardest hit by Hurricane San- 
dy’s aftermath. The company 
will muster additional resources 
if necessary, according to the 
press release.

“The UNITE Service Corps 
holds a special place in my heart,” 
commented KCCVS Executive 
Director Eileen Cackowski. 

Several current and former 
AmeriCorps members spoke 
about the program’s value. 

“It opened my eyes to see 
what students go through, not just 
here at school but in their home 
life,” said former member Ashley 
Conley. “You get to teach them, 
advocate for them, and be there 
for them.” 

Eugene Newsome, Service 
Corps manager, noted that 4,751 
disadvantaged youth were served 
between 2010-12. Of these, 862 
youth had at least one parent 
incarcerated. 

“The word ‘UNITE’ is associ- 
ated with ‘help’,” said Amy 
Chapman, a Service Corps mem- 
ber serving Central Elementary. 

Anna Burton, a Service Corps 
member at Meade Elementary, 
noted that the lessons taught with 
the “Too Good For Drugs” cur- 
riculum proved invaluable to the 
school’s Future Problem Solving 
team, which placed in interna- 
tional competition. “These kids 
had to use what we taught them 
and apply them” in their presenta- 
tion, she said. 

Former member George Saly- 
ers stressed the value of the com- 
munity service component, not- 
ing the outpouring of support in 
the wake of the March tornadoes. 

Over the past two years, Ser- 
vice Corps members have recruit- 
ed 2,169 volunteers who provid- 
ed 17,621 volunteer hours to their 
communities. 

“You apply your skills that 
you learned in college every 
day,” said former member Tiffa- 
ny Doderer, noting that experi- 
ence helped her land a job in the 
classroom. 

Earlier in the day, the school’s 
K-6 students were treated to an 
anti-drug program by Remix 
Education Entertainment. 

“When you get tempted by a 
so-called friend (to use drugs) I 
want you to say, ‘Thank you, but 
I’m not interested’,” Rogers told 
the youth. “You can be whatever 
you want to be, but you gotta be 
drug-free.”

Michael did not seek re-elec- 
tion; and incumbent Barbara 
Lee Robinson and James (Jim) 
Shannon in District 5. 

Candidates for the Louisa 
City Council include incum- 
bents Gloria Johnson, Bradley 
Stark, Lisa Moore Schaeffer 
and Rita Frazer Rose along with 
Charles Nick Robinette, Ernie 
Francis, Raymond Dixon, Tom 
Parsons, Judy Jackson, Franklin 
Gilliam and Melodie Hackney. 

No candidates filed for the 
four-member Blaine City Com- 
mission, meaning Mayor Gene- 
va Wheeler will be the only 
elected official when the city 
begins its new term in January. 
It will be up to Wheeler to start 
the process to select new city 
commission members, accord- 
ing to a Kentucky League of 
Cities representative. 

“If no one is elected to serve 
on the commission then the 
Mayor has the power to appoint 
commissioners after Jan 1, 
2013,” Robin Cooper, the 
KLC’s chief member services 
officer, said in an e-mail. “Once 
she appoints one then the two of 
them must agree on the next 
one. Then the three of them 
would approve the next one and 
so on. There has to be at least 
two commissioners and the 
Mayor to conduct a legal meet- 
ing. She has 30 days to make 
the appointments.” 

If the mayor hasn’t com- 
pleted the process within 30 
days, the governor would make 
the appointments, Cooper said. 

“If no one agrees to serve 
and there is not a legal commis- 
sion then the city goes dormant 
and though it remains an incor- 
porated entity it cannot conduct 
business or take any actions,” 
Cooper said. “There are some 
small cities where this has hap- 
pened but most of them are 
more like neighborhood associ- 
ations located in the suburbs of 
Jefferson County.” 

In Johnson County, three 
Johnson County Board of Edu- 
cation seats are on next Tues- 
day’s ballot, but only one is 
contested as current members 
Bob Hutchison in District 3 and 
Melvin VanHoose in District 5 
are unopposed. 

Three candidates are seek- 
ing the District 2 board seat to 
succeed Melinda Johnson, who 
did not file for re-election. Can- 
didates are Kirby Bowling, 
William R. Fraley and Dave 
Kretzer. 

Three candidates are run- 
ning for two spots on the Paints- 
ville Independent Board of 
Education. They include incum- 
bent Eddie R. Cornett along 
with Eddie Hazelett and Matt 
Williams. Incumbent Denise 
Preece, whose seat is also up for 
election, did not seek another 
term. 

Twelve people are seeking 
the six seats up for election on 
the Paintsville City Council.

Van Lear. 

Two region-wide races are 
also on next Tuesday’s ballot 
— for the 5th Congressional 
District’s U.S. House seat and 
for the 7th District Kentucky 
Supreme Court seat. 

Republican U.S Rep. Harold 
“Hal” Rogers of Somerset faces 
a rematch in the 5th Congres- 
sional District with Democrat 
Kenneth S. Stepp of Manches- 
ter, whom the incumbent easily 
defeated in the 2008 election. 

Another rematch is taking 
place in the race for the state 
Supreme Court in the 7th Dis- 
trict, where incumbent Will T. 
Scott of Pikeville is being chal-

Greg Stumbo of Prestons- 
burg and Rocky Adkins of San- 
dy Hook; Commonwealth’s 
Attorneys Anna Deskins Mel- 
vin in the 24th Judicial Circuit 
and Brent Turner in the 31st 
District; District Judge Jimmy 
“Blue” Marcum in the 31st Dis- 
trict; and Circuit Court Clerks 
Jodi Parsley in Lawrence Coun- 
ty, Doug Hall in Floyd County 
and Jack Horn in Martin Coun- 
ty* 

In Johnson County, Penny 
Adams, who won the Republi- 
can primary for circuit court 
clerk, faces no Democratic can- 
didate. She will succeed Vicki 
Rice, who did not seek another 
term.

ing withdrawals, $16,500 in 
restaurant charges, $4,600 in 
shopping gift cards from one 
store and $839 on fireworks,” 
the audit said. “The exam 
found the former assistant 
chief purchased a vehicle with 
department funds and opened 
a store credit card in the 
department’s name without 
authorization from the board. 
Two flat-screen televisions, a 
laptop computer, digital cam- 
era, personal care items, alco- 
hol, chewing tobacco and pur- 
chases made-out-of-state were 
charged to the card and paid 
for with department funds. All 
the electronics are missing.” 

The audit says that from 
Jan. 1, 2006, through February 
of this year, the department 
incurred over $14,784 in res- 
taurant charges on its debit 
card. The district, from Oct. 
27, 2007, through May 2009, 
after which the credit card was 
terminated, incurred an addi- 
tional $1,726 in restaurant 
charges, bringing the total 
over the six-year period to 
$16,500. Restaurant charges 
identified through the bank 
and credit card statements 
ranged in amount from $1.58 
to $183.02 per transaction. 

“Time and again my office 
finds lack of proper board 



oversight is the real culprit 
when taxpayer dollars are 
abused,” Edelen said. “I 
applaud the Garrett fire dis- 
trict board for coming forward 
with its concerns and implore 
those who serve on boards, 
from big school districts to 
tiny fire districts, to know 
their responsibilities and take 
them seriously.” 

The exam found the former 
assistant chief paid himself 
more than $8,000 without 
approval. On at least three 
occasions, payments made to 
the district or department 
totaling $4,000 were not 
deposited, the audit said. 

“Over 800 pornographic 
videos were found on a depart- 
ment computer, external drive 
and USB drive,” the audit 
report said. 

According to the audit, the 
former assistant chief/treasur- 
er had a district-owned desk- 
top computer, external drive, 
and USB thumb drive at his 
residence, and 890 porno- 
graphic videos were saved to 
the devices. 

Through a forensic analy- 
sis of the devices, auditors 
discovered hundreds of 
explicit pornographic pages, 
videos and images saved to 
the devices and over 290 of 
the videos were available on 
the hard drive of the desktop 



computer. The external drive 
contained over 580 porno- 
graphic videos and approxi- 
mately 125 graphic images, 
the audit said. 

Also, approximately 10 
adult videos were saved to the 
USB thumb drive, along with 
a Harlequin romance novel, 
the audit. 

False financial reporting 
was provided to the district 
board and department, and 
various financial records were 
missing, according to the 
audit. The district also did not 
obtain required financial state- 
ment audits or submit required 
financial reports to the state 
Department for Local Govern- 
ment or Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice. As a result, it lost its 
tax-exempt status, the audit 
said. 

Board chairman Danny 
O’ Quinn said in response to 
the findings that as the newly 
elected board chairman, he 
could see the organization had 
some major problems and that 
the district and board mem- 
bers would work diligently to 
put into place all the recom- 
mended findings suggested by 
the auditor.

to be eliminated,” Beshear 
said. 

Beshear also noted that 
the number of accounts uti- 
lizing the Kentucky All 
Schedule Prescription Elec- 
tronic Reporting (KASPER) 
system has tripled with med- 
ical prescribers requesting 
nearly 20,000 reports per day 
- with about 90 percent 
being answered “in less than 
15 seconds.” 

While drug use in Ken- 
tucky is dropping, it is still at 
unacceptable levels. Beshear 
said last year there were 219 
million doses of Hydrocodo- 
ne prescribed in the state. 
“That is 51 doses for every 
man, woman and child living 
in Kentucky.” 

Regarding criticism that 
the new legislation might be 
putting unnecessary burdens 
on doctors and hindering 
proper patient care, Beshear 



was steadfast. 

“Any legitimate doctor 
has nothing to fear,” Beshear 
added. “The doctors them- 
selves wrote the legislation.” 
Each of the panel mem- 
bers acknowledged that there 
are a few areas of the bill that 
may need to be “tweaked,” 
but Beshear was adamant 
that “we are not going back 
to where we had a prescrip- 
tion drug playground.” 

Stivers said lawmakers 
need to “forget the political 
consequences” when craft- 
ing reasonable solutions. 

“Not on my watch are we 
going to regress to where we 
were,” he said. 

“Parts of (House Bill 1) 
may be a nuisance, but it is 
essential to protect the citi- 
zens,” Stumbo agreed. “It 
will take constant vigil.” 
There was also consensus 
on the holistic approach to 
substance abuse - arresting 
dealers, providing treatment,

PAINTSVILLE - Three 
members of a Hager Hill family 
were convicted last week of 
multiple charges related to the 
operation of a chop shop and 
are scheduled for formal sen- 
tencing Nov. 16. 

Marty Welch, 46, was con- 
victed of all charges and the 
jury recommended a sentence 
of 10 years. 

Welch’s wife, Madeline, 43, 
was also convicted of all charg- 
es against her and the jury rec- 
ommended a sentence of seven 
years. 

The couple’s son, Ian Welch, 
21, was convicted of charges 
involving a Mustang, for which 
the jury recommended a sen- 
tence of seven years. 

They were indicted in 
March. 

Marty Welch, 46, was 
charged with second-degree 
criminal possession of a forged 
instrument/complicity; two 
counts of obscuring the identity 
of a machine over $10,000/ 
complicity; two additional 
counts of obscuring the identity 
of a machine over $10,000/ 
complicity; receiving stolen 
property over $500; two counts 



of receiving stolen property 
over $500, a class C felony; two 
counts of receiving stolen prop- 
erty over $500, a class D felo- 
ny; theft by deception over 
$500; receiving stolen property 
over $10,000; and trafficking in 
stolen vehicles. 

Madeline Welch, 43, and Ian 
Welch, 21, were each charged 
with second-degree criminal 
possession of a forged instru- 
ment; two counts of obscuring 
the identity of a machine over 
$10,000; two counts of obscur- 
ing the identity of a machine 
over $500; and trafficking in 
stolen vehicles. 

Assistant Commonwealth’s 
Attorney Tony Skeans said that 
the stolen Tahoe came into the 
Welchs possession following a 
drug bust, when the family’s 
wrecker service towed the vehi- 
cle in when it was seized by 
former Johnson County sher- 
iff’s deputy Tom Wyatt. 

“The Welchs impounded the 
vehicle,” Skeans said. “GMAC 
said they had a lien on the 
vehicle and told them they 
could either pay the payments 
or turn it over to them, and (for- 
mer Sheriff Bill Witten) said at 
the time he didn’t want the pay- 
ments, so it was agreed the 
vehicle would go back to the 
lien holder and they would 



work out something with them 
for the impound fees and the 
tow bill.” 

Skeans said that when a rep- 
resentative came to pick up the 
Tahoe, they were told by Marty 
Welch that someone named Ed 
King had picked up the vehicle 
and gave them a receipt. 

“GMAC sued the sheriff, 
but because they couldn’t due to 
the circumstances, they quit on 
Marty,” Skeans said. “Two 
months later, after things died 
down, they bought a GMAC 
Yukon sticker and put it on the 
Tahoe. The Chevrolet still 
showed on the vehicle. They 
got the city to inspect it so they 
could get a rebuilt title.” 

The Johnson County Sher- 
iff’s Office in conjunction with 
the Kentucky State Police Auto 
Theft Division executed a 
search warrant at the Welch 
residence located at 1475 Mid- 
dle Fork Road in Hager Hill on 
Jan. 5. 

A search of the residence 
resulted in the recovery of two 
stolen vehicles and provided 
additional information that 
resulted in a case being pre- 
sented to the Johnson County 
Grand Jury, according to a press 
release from the sheriff’s office 
at the time.

PAINTSVILLE — Two 
people were arrested Thursday, 
Oct. 25, in the Brown Branch 
area of Sitka for charges involv- 
ing a meth lab. 

Robert L. Parker, 29 and Tif- 
fany R. Beverly, 23, were 
arrested at the scene and 
charged with manufacturing 
methamphetamine and unlaw- 
ful possession of meth precur- 
sors. 

A press release issued by the

3411. Callers will remain anon- 
ymous, the release said.

Billy Sanders, who 
worked with Ivie at the Naco 
station, turned to online fun- 
draising to help Ivie’s wife 
and two daughters. His Web 
page on GoFundMe raised 
nearly $30,000 in a few 
weeks and is well on its way 
to a $100,000 goal. 

Raising money online, or 
crowdfunding, is the new 
model for everything from 
music albums to video game 
consoles. 

Last year, crowdfunding 
platforms helped artists, 
entrepreneurs and compa- 
nies raise about $1.5 billion. 
Fundraising sites will proba- 
bly double that number by 
the end of this year. 

Some crowdfunding 
campaigns make headlines 
periodically by raising jaw- 
dropping amounts of money. 
For example, OUYA, an 
Android-powered gaming 
console, recently raised 
more than $2 million its first 
day on Kickstarter and $8.6 
million overall. 

Thanks to crowdfunding 
sites like GoFundMe, how- 
ever, it’s easy for regular 
folks to ask for help funding 
mission trips or covering 
unexpected medical and 
funeral expenses. 

You can create a free per- 
sonal donation website at 
GoFundMe in just a few 
minutes. You can raise funds 
for just about anything - a 
creative project, a small 
business startup or a honey- 
moon trip. 

It’s a great place to bring 
in money for sports teams, 
schools, charities and volun- 
teers. The site even raised 
$46,000 to provide shoes for 
America’s tallest man! 

Many people use 
GoFundMe to help friends 
and family members cover 
the cost of medical, veteri- 
nary and funeral expenses. 
One woman, for example, 
raised more than $134,000 
for her brother’s cancer 
treatment. The donation 
page for a wounded survivor 
of the Aurora, CO, shooting 
reached $140,000 in a day 
and is now approaching 
$ 200 , 000 . 

So how do you get start- 
ed? First, you create a free 
donation page. This is an 
opportunity to tell your sto- 
ry. 

Put some thought into 
explaining why you need the 
money and how much it 
means to you. You can easily 
share this page through 
email and social media to 
quickly spread the word. 

GoFundMe has you set a 
fundraising goal, but unlike 
other sites you’re under no 
obligation or time limit to 
meet the goal. Donations are 
transferred to you as they 
come in. Fundraisers aren’t 
expected to give away free- 
bies to backers. 

GoFundMe does deduct a 
5 percent fee from each 
donation you receive (4.25 
percent for certified charities 
and nonprofits). Additional- 
ly, online credit card proces- 
sor WePay will deduct 2.9 
percent plus 30 cents per 
transaction. Your donors pay 
no fees and don’t need to 
open any kind of account. 

To guard against fraud, 
GoFundMe won’t add a 
donation page to the search 
directory until it’s reviewed 
and several conditions are 
met.
